Among the latter it was 
either not believed at all, or was made 
dependent on the preservation of the 
body or on some other condition. So 
far as we know, not until the coming 
of Jesus was immortality declared a

The tuition was*formerly ten dollars 
a session. It has now been reduced to 
five dollars. 

It is seen, therefore, that the whole 
expense on the grounds will not exceed 
$20 or $25 for the entire time. One's 
board will not cost much, if any more, 
than it would at home. 

It is the wish and intention of the 
camp ground association to encourage 
all educational efforts, with the hope 
that sometime educational work will 
stand at the front of the work that is 
done at Maple Dell. With this end їп 
view the association will offer every 
reasonable inducement зо that the 
school may continue there and grow 
into a permanent institution of learn- 
ing, with terms extending through the 
year. 

It is hoped that the efforts put forth 
in behalf of education in connection
